Dear Sir/Madam: 


In the fall of 1975, I recommended to the Council that 
all-way stop signs be constructed at Pinesmoke Crescent 

and Runningbrook Drive, and at Swirlingleaves Crescent 

and Flamewood Drive. Because of the intervention of the 
Applewood Hills Homeowners Association this was deferred 
pending a traffic study. That study recommended that 
all-way stop signs not be approved, but in the event that 
they were, that they be placed at the corner of Runningbrook 
Drive and Flamewood Drive, and Hollowtree Crescent and 
Flamewood Drive. 


Council on January 5, 1976 recommended that these all-way 
stop signs not be installed.

Central Stores, Mavis Road. 


During 1975, the total stores inventory system 
was reviewed and a determination was made to 
tender inventory items. A tender was prepared 
and issued. 


The tender analysis was governed by the 
following criteria: 


a) cost analysis based on not only lowest price 
tendered but ability of any given potential 
supplier to provide requirements in relatively 
short term period and thus assist City in 
maintaining reduced inventory levels and 
investment; 


b) assistance and willingness on part of any 
given company to assist the City in the 
elimination of duplication and obsolescence 
for any given inventory item; 


c) longer term price stability based on a broader 
commitment and understanding between seller 
and City. 


This latter criterion is important since long 
term price stability is not the norm in today's 
market. 


In the case of automotive/vehicle parts, all 
suppliers recommended are local and the inventory 
situation has been reviewed in detail with those 
suppliers in order to generate maximum benefit to 
the City. 


Stores items range from vehicle automotive parts 
(e.g., hoses, filters, etc.) to general hardware. 
There are approximately 3500 stores inventory 
items and one of the main objectives is to 
eliminate duplications and obsolescence which

exist in some areas and to standardize on many 
of the items as is possible.

It is my pleasure to report that the Waterfront Plan is 
proceeding without any major delays in schedule or variations 
in cost since the overall review of the plan presented on 
April 28, 1975. 


1976 is the last year of the first phase of the Waterfront 
Plan, and our progress and momentum will enable us to proceed 
to a realistic second phase in 1977. I expect to present the 
Plans for the second phase by October, 1976. 


The following is a detailed report on progress to date: 
I Port Credit Park 


a) Grading - Rough grading of the park has now been 
completed with the exception of the area still to be 
filled (about 30,900 cu. yds. needed) and the area 
adjacent to the ongoing shore protection works. The 
existing pond is presently a popular area for skating. 


b) Shore Protection - Work commenced this month on the 
contract by the low bidders, Allweather Asphalt Mix Ltd. 
Scheduled completion date is April 30, 1976. We are 
hoping to include in the works two items which were a 
secondary priority initially, but would be advantageous 
to proceed with under the terms of the existing contract. 


c) Renovation of Pump House and Installation of Stream Sources 
The contract documents are completed, and we will call 
for tenders as soon as the Ministry of Natural Resources 
approval is obtained, probably before the end of the 
month. Some delay was experienced because detailed 
analysis uncovered unforeseen difficulties in demolition. 
The present plans call for covering some of the existing 
structures in berms, as demolition would prove far more 
costly.

The redesign of the Crookes Park development is presently 
under way, with engineering feasibility and environmental reports 
being produced concurrently. There will be about two weeks delay 
in the completion of the reports, as all the work will now he done 
by the Environmental Analyst rather than the Environmental Planner, 
as originally envisaged. Nevertheless, we can still expect const- 
ruction to begin in May, 1976. 


Availability of Fill will be a major factor in the phasing 
and cost of Crookes Park or any other future development. It 
would therefore be most advantajjeous to set up a procedure direct- 
ing the disposal of any fill generated in the Mississauga area.

The new Ontario Building Code is to become law on 
December 31. After that date all new construction in 
the Province as well as major repairs and alterations 
to existing buildings will have to conform to the Code. 


The new Code relies substantially on requirements 
contained in the National Building Code, supplemented by 
extensive research and consultation in Ontario. At 
present, most of Ontario's more than 800 municipalities 
has its own building code. 


Sidney Handleman, Minister of Consumer and Commercial 
Relations, said there are five major public benefits to 
be realized from the Code. 


“First, it will facilitate introduction of new 
building materials, designs and methods of construction. 
A single Commission made up of highly skilled people will 
be charged with responsibility for reviewing and evaluating 
new building materials, design and construction methods 
and enabling the good ones to go into general use. This 
procedure should help speed up needed innovation in the 
constructior industry.

"Secondly, the single Code for materials will create 
a larger, uniform market which, in turn, should encourage 
economies of scale for manufacturers. There appears to be 
significant potential for cost savings which may help 
lessen the impact of inflation on new housing. 


"Third, this Code will help the handicapped by 
establishing standards of access to most new public and 
commercial buildings. 


“Fourth, the Code contains new insulation requirements 
for housing, to help conserve energy. These requirements 
are an interim measure, pending more detailed energy 
conservation measures which will apply to all new buildings. 


“And finally, this single Code will make it much 
easier for contractors, engineers, architects, tradesmen 
and building officials to develop a common understanding 
of building requirements. For the first time, province- 
wide educational programs can be developed on the various 
aspects of building requirements in Ontario. A co-ordinated 
approach is now being prepared." 


Plumbing installations will continue to be governed 
by Regulation 647 of the Ontario Water Resources Act 
Mr. Handleman said his officials are reviewing this 
regulation as well as the Canadian Plumbing Code published 
earlier this year, with the aim of integrating plumbing 1 
requirements into the Building Code.

Mr. Handleman emphasized that the Code will not 
transfer power from municipalities to the province. 


"I think it is important to note that the day-to-day 
administration of the Code will continue to be a local 
responsibility. The general quality of building inspection 
by municipal officials is high and they have accumulated 
a great deal of valuable experience as well as a working 
knowledge of the builders in their area. 


"The provincial government will provide advice to 
municipalities but decisions will remain at the local 
level.

The Department of Public Works of Canada is the largest federal heating 
energy consumer in Canada, has properties located from coast to coast, and 
is very concerned about both the availability and the costs of energy in the 
future. Our research and studies all indicate that one method of reducing 
the overall energy consumption and permitting the usage of lower and 

less costly grades of fuel is by the introduction of large central heating 
and cooling plants. While such systems, and certainly the efficient ones, 
are almost unknown in Canada they are well known in European countries 

and used very extensively. 


The introduction of central utilities presupposes load exceeding rather 
large minimum requirements. Such loads do not normally exist without 
planned grouping although there are exceptions (DPW has a number of 
building groupings across Canada large enough to qualify). The real 
potential lies in the grouping of urban areas or complexes of buildings 
into load centres which grouping then constitutes a load sufficiently large 
for an efficient central utility plant. 


To acquaint you with some facts from other countries for example; Denmark 
heats over 80% of its buildings centrally, Sweden has made central heating 
mandatory for all new satellite towns or developments, Budapest is now 
almost completely centrally heated starting from scratch in the 1950s, 
Germany is planning for a grid heating network interlinking most of its 
major cities, and the U.S.S.R. has more central system capacity than the 
rest of the world combined. 


The reason for all thie activity in other countries is because of the 

benefits that can be reaped in efficiency of fuel usage, ability to 

use low grades of fossil fuels including garbage and refuse (and thereby 

often eliminating land fill problems) and ability to clean up the ! 
atmosphere by greatly reducing the total of the emitted polluants and 

their better dispersal.

DPW is planning to introduce such central utilities for its own federal 
projects wherever possible. It is not possible with small loads but 

if load centres can be created by the grouping of several projects or 

by the introduction of municipal services the application could be much 
expanded. It is possible that you may not be aware of the benefits to 
your community, the methods of application and the economics of central 
utilities. The Department of Public Works would be pleased to provide 
you with information on this subject and including a personal presentatioa 
to your elected officials and/or technical experts. We are convinced 
that a trend towards central utilities will and should develop and we 
are prepared to consult with and advise all interested. We are invest- 
igating incentives to encourage the introduction of central utilities 
and each area will be assessed on its own merits. New satellite develop- 
ments or city core renovations would have a high priority rating. 


We would appreciate the establishment of some form of liaison with your 
municipality so that you may become acquainted with trends and benefits 
of central utilities particularly as they may apply to your community. 
To this end we offer both encouragement and technical assistance.

Again this year the transfer of subsidy funds between construction 

and maintenance will be allowed without Ministry approval and subsidy 
funds will be controlled only on the basis of the Total allocation, It 

is expected that this will result in the realistic reporting of expenditures 
and thus continue to provide truly meaningful data for the management 
of the municipal road system, as well as providing the municipality

Supplementary requests, where applicable, should reach this office

In answer to your request of December 3lst, 1975 regarding 
the Sod Turning Ceremony that was held in connection with the 
Cawthra Park Secondary School Swimming Pool, I submit the following.

I then telephoned the Information Office and since Mr. Steve 
Bitter was on vacation, I spoke to Doreen who also was unaware of the 
event. Details as mentioned in the paper were given to Doreen 
’ in order that she would have the information for anyone calling. 


I then contacted Councillor Kennedy who acknowledged that 
he had made all of the arrangements and at that time invited me 
to attend. This was perhaps 10 o'clock in the morning by this 
time and the ceremony as I reall was to be held at 11 o'clock in 
the morning. 


Since I was unable to attend because of other commitments, 
I delegated Mr. Jack Illing our Director of Community Centres -to 
attend the Ceremony to represent the Department. Mr. Illing 
subsequently attended the Sod Turning and reported back to me. 


As far as the policy concerning Sod Turnings is concerned, 
in looking at the protocol policies approved by Council on December

In response to your letter of December 4th, I have been able to 
ascertain the following information.

I must apologize for my late reply to your letter of December 

5th, 1975, written on behalf of the City of Mississauga, in which 
you express concern with future plans for the Toronto International 
Airport. 


As you may be aware, I met with the Honourable Otto Lang on 
December 8th to discuss transportation matters affecting Ontario. 
At this meeting a joint federal-provincial study of Southern Ontario 
inter-city transportation was proposed, involving all modes of 
transportation and looking into all alternatives. 


Since the federal government already owns the land upon which it 
had planned to build the Pickering Airport, Mr. Lang expressed 
his interest in keeping that option open, at least until this study 
has been completed. However, while I welcomed this opportunity 
to participate in the joint study, I did not accede to any change 

in the policy of the government regarding Pickering. Equally, 

I can assure you that the Government of Ontario stands firm in 

its commitment that there will be no major expansion at Malton 
Airport. 


There have been many changes in the past year or two affecting 
passenger transportation; the economic climate and the energy 
situation being two of the most conspicuous. The time is par- 
ticularly opportune, therefore, to objectively examine the whole 
question of passenger movement in Southern Ontario, and the 
means which can be applied to obtain the most effective use of 
existing plant and facilities. It is difficult to define the precise 
future role for Malton at this time, and this will undoubtedly be 
one consideration of the joint study.
